The affidavit alleged 
that Eichmann and SS Gen.

who took it to Adolf Hitler, who 
issued the order. Eichmann’s 
entire defense is based on the 
contention he never made Nazi 
policy in the destruction of 
six million European Jews. 


Fleischmann started directly 
across the courtroom into the 
glass box, and Eichmann, head 
cocked slightly to the right, 
stared back at him. Fleisch- 
mann said there were two meet- 
ings with Eichmann in Vienna 
in March of 1938.

Business Needs Better Translators 


If the volume and diversity 
of translations, both spoken 
and written, are indicators of 
a people’s cultural level, then 
the Japanese by all standards 
should rank almost at the top, 
if not at the very top. 

One can, however, say the op- 


=| posite by pointing out that this 
could also mean the lack of cul- 


ture or its dearth—a means of 
filling in the gap. Indeed, the 
Japanese have been thrown 
bouquets as well as brickbats 
for their genius at adaptation 
and improvement but lack of 
originality and creativeness. 
Here the writer is concerned 
primarily with translations in 
the omic-monetary field, 
but the implications are far 
wider. For anyone with long 
translating experience, the fol- 
lowing ideas and descriptions 
may be mutual. Reference is 
mostly to translations from 
Japanese into English. 


High Standard Required 

Mere passing knowledge of 
either of the two languages is 
most inadequate. Language 
ability must be of high stand- 
ard to start with. Next, at least 
a fair acquaintance with the 
textual subject matter is high- 
ly important for there are tech- 
nical and professional ideas and 
expressions which must de 
readily handled. Not the least 
important is familiarity with 
the psychological aspects of 
both peoples together with the 
nature and idiosyncracies of the 
writers of the original text. 

These can come only from 
constant exposure to the sub- 
ject matter and its environment 
through reading, writing, speak- 
ing, hearing and association. 
They don’t come overnight. 
Dictionaries and references are 
helpful, but these at best are 
merely supplementary. A test 
of translation ability is free 
translation which not only 
catches the textual matter but 
the implications and niceties 
surrounding the text and the 
author. This requirés unusual 
ability and experience, 

The following is gleaned from 
the writer's experience in the 
business-monetary field. 

1. More often than not the 
real meaning and intention are 
hidden, wittingly or unwitting- 
Jy, and the translator must take 
pains to read the writer’s mind. 

2. Japanese is one of the 
most difficult languages to put 
accurately into a foreign langu- 
age partly because of the quali- 
tative and other differences in- 
volved in the words themse!ves 
and the “mind” that gives ex- 
pression to ideas. Frequently. 
one finds that certain words 
and expressions are untransiat- 
able or that the supposed equi- 
valent is so unequlvalent. 
Hence, literal translations are 
sometimes just meaningless, 
even if grammatically correct.

3. It is only from long train- 
ing and experience on top of 
language ability and knowledge 
of subject matter plus a wel 
grounded general education, 
that one can hope to become a 
competent translator. 


Japan May Lose Battle 


All recognize the importance 
of making Japan better and 
more accurately understood by 
the outside world, and to make 
things Japanese more accept- 
able. But more efforts should 
go into sharpening the neces- 
sary tools that go to make this 
possible. 

It doesn’t take long to find 
out that Japan stands to lose 
the battle not only in the field 
of foreign trade but in the bat- 
tle of the “mind” because of 
language deficiency and ineffi- 
clency, both oral and written. 
Nothing can take the place of 
direct communication, but equ- 
ally valuable is accurate and 
forceful translation. 

Translation, like trading, is a 
two-way street. Japan should 
do more “selling” by means ot 
more elective translations. And 
unless this is carried to a high. 
er level, she may lose the com- 
ing battle of words and ideas, 
and consequently, fall back in 
the politico-economic struggle.

Boom Shows 
No Letup 


Booming business enabled 
the natlon's major industries to 
operate at an average ot 92 per 
cent of their production capaci- 
ties last December, according 
to a report by the Federation 
of Economic Organization (Kei- 
danren) Tuesday. 


The operation ratio repre- 
sents an increase of 23 per 
cent over the corresponding 
month of the previous year. 

This brought the operation 
ratio for the 1960 calendar 
year to 91.2 per cent. 

Ke'danren’s survey covered 
32 industries of 85 production 
items. 

Twenty-five industries  in- 
cluding light metals and auto- 
mobiles registered more than 
70 per cent. The carbide in- 
dustry was the only soft spot 
operating at less than 50 per 
cent capacity. 

A total of 19 industries or 46 
items scored gains over the 
figures for September last year. 
Among the leading gainers were 
the tar, automobile and soda in- 
dustries with their increases 
ranging from 145 to 178 per 
cent. 

Meanwhile, Bank of Japan

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Algerian Revolt Collapses 

The military revolt in Algeria has collapsed almost as 
suddenly as it had begun. This need not, however, create 
much surprise in view of the firm determination of Presi- 
dent Charles de Gaulle to maintain his authority even if 
this necessitated the use of all-out military force. Despite 
the apparent backing of considerable sections of the Euro- 
pean colonists in Algeria, it should have been obvious that 
no one part of the French army could hope successfully 
to defy the Government in Paris so long as that Govern- 
ment remained in firm adherence to its established policy, 
and enjoyed the support of the mass of the French people. 


Had the insurrection of the generals occurred under 
circumstances such as existed in political circles in Paris 
before General De Gaulle assumed power in 1958 the upshot 
might have been different. The collapse of the insurrec- 
tion came with dramatic swiftness after the President 
issued his blunt order to the French army as a whole to 
use their arms to crush the dissidents. 


The failure of the insurrection will undoubtedly add 
greatly to the prestige of President De Gaulle, who has 
once again proved himself a man of indomitable will and 
iron nerve. 


Had the President lost confidence in himself and his 
declared policy, the consequences might have been serious 
for France, Algeria and the free nations who look upon 
France as a friendly ally. While the outcome of the dan- 
_— affair has spelled a personal triumph for General 

Gaulle, the calmness and good sense shown by the 

le of Metropolitan France call for due appreciation. 

re have been times in the chequered history of France 
when events of less im than this Algerian revolt 
have caused such popular tumult in Paris and other large 
serious difficul- 
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Our hope is that the unhappy events of the last few 
days will not impose any evil consequences on the French 
people. It is clear, however, that President De Gaulle’s 
troubles with Algeria are far from ended. They may be 
only just beginning; for the task of finding a solution to 
the Moslem demand for self- determination which will be 
fair to all concerned can be no easy one. 

Presumably, the way to negotiations between the French 
Government and the Algerian Moslem leaders on the future 
status of Algeria will now be made easier. It would be 
foolish for the FLN, however, to attempt to dictate the

It is essential that all parties should consider what is 
best for the country as a whole.

President De Gaulle is reported 
to be ready, if the circumstances appear to him to dictate 
such a course, to repatriate the 400,000 Algerians working 
in France to Algeria and to bring the million Frenchmen 
im Algeria to France. Surely this is something to be 
avoided if humanly possible? 

We are convinced that the future of Algeria would be 
best assured by a solution under which all people in 
Algeria, European, Arab and Berber, could be brought 
together in such a way as to cooperate for the develop- 
ment of the country. We realize that the cultural, social 
and religious differences are serious factors that militate 
at present against any such solution, but with the in- 
creasing modernization of the country, some of these 
difficulties might be expected to disappear, or at least 
undergo sufficient modification to allow of active economic 
cooperation for the general welfare. 

These reflections suggest to us that any change in 
the situation in Algeria should be carried out gradually, 
if the best results are to be obtained. 


The situation has been vitiated by the fact that the 
two extremist parties, the FLN and the intransigent 
“colons,” have sought to secure their objectives by violence. 
Obviously, the throwing of bombs into cafes, and similar 
terroristic acts, can settle nothing. Painstaking efforts at 
cooperation, on the other hand, might show that Euro- 
peans and Moslems have much in common and that if

posts of authority. It seems that this mistake should be 
rectified before plans are made to achieve more radical 
changes in the conduct of affairs. If eventually the 
Algerian Moslems genuinely wish to sever all connections 
with France, it appears President De Gaulle is prepared 
to concede this, but presumably only after the lives and 
property of European settlers have been adequately safe- 
guarded. Anyhow, the situation is more than ever in 
this one man’s hands; we may now be sure he will not 
flinch from facing the problem, however unpleasant its 
concomitants may prove.
